Company Has Been Incorporated With 
Two Million Dollars Capi’a:| and 
Have Already $1,500,000 in .Cash 
Available for Construction Work— 
Expect to Have the Plant at Rocky 
Rapids Ready for Operation With- 
in Eighteen Months. 


If the promises of the new company 
which are to establish a large hydro- 
electric plant up the Saskatchewan 
river are fulfilled, the day of cheap 
electrie power for Edmonton is near 
at hand. If the new company, which 
js composed of local capitalists, and 
has just been incorporated with two 
million doliars capital stock, as The 
Edmonton Heat and Power Co., Ltd.. 
realize their expectations, Edmonton 
will be able to offer inducements to 
manufacturers in the way of cheap 
power when cannot be beaten in any 
part of Western Canada. 

The new company, which has onw 
available a million and a half dollars 
in cash, ready for the new plant, have 
approached the ‘City of Edmonton with 
an offer to supply electricity at rratea 
which are claimed to be much below 
the present cost of production at the 
power house. 

-Offer Made to City. 

In. a letter just received by the com- 
missioners the company offer to sup- 
ply the city with 6,000 horse power per 
day at the rate of $g) per horse power 
per annum and will also hold in re- 
serve 4,000 additional horse power, 
which they will agree to supply at the 
rate of $25 per horse power per an- 
num. This is the substance of the 
offer which is now in the hands of the 
city commissioners and which will 
come up for considerartion at the egu- 
lar meeting of the commiasioners to 
‘be held this afternoon. 

What City Now Pay. 

At the present time, it is stated on 
good authority, that the city is using 
about 4,000 horse power per day, which 
costs over $240,000 a year to produce, 
ot-over $60° per hore power per an- 
num, 

If these figures are correct, and they 
are vouched for, the offer of the new 
hydro-electric company will mean a 
saving of 50 per cent., or $30,000 per 
year on the present consumption, 

The company are not making the 
establishment of their plant depen- 
dent upon the city purrchasing power, 
however. But before they start con- 
struction with a view to transmitting 
electricity to Edmonton, they wish 
either to make a contrac t with the 


city for the purchase of power or be 
given the right to compete with the 
city for private business. They ex- 


pect.to have the plant completed with- 
in eighteen months, 
Located at Rocky Rapids. 

The proposed plant, upon which 
work will be started shortly, and 
which has been described in the Bulle- 
tin some time ago, is located at Rocky 
Rapids, about 125 miles up the river 
by water and about sixty miles by 
direct transmission. All the neces- 
sary licenses and powers have been 
secured for the construction work 
from the Dominion government and 
with the incorporation of the company 
everything is ready for a etart. 

35 Feet Drop. 

The drop of water which has been 
secured at a bend in the river where 
there are falls, will be about 35 feet 
and will give a 90,000 second foot flow 
of water. The capacity of the plant 
will be about 36,000 horse power. 

The engineers who have had charge 
of the preliminary work are C, Hy, 
Colgrove, Chas. Tupper and George 
M. Melaren, Mr. Tupper is a son 
of Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper and 
Mr. MeLaren is a son of the presi, 
dent of the Bank of Ottawa.

TO OCCUPY HOMES 


Fully a Million People Sleep Out of Doors — Prediction of Further Severe 


Shocks Causes Consternation—De 


‘ath Roll Will Run to 300 at Least — 


King Actively Engaged tn Directing Relief Work. 


Naples, June 8—Fresh tremors in 
Italy’s earthquake stricken district 
threw the population into a panic as 
serious as that occasioned by the first 
shocks, At Cavellino King Victor 
Emmanuel and Queen Helena appear- 
ed before the people in an effort to 
check the fright, but not even the pre- 
sence of royalty could reassure the 
terrified. Fully a million people slept 
out of doors last night and refused to 
venture into their homes again even 
for cooking. Camps were pitched 
around all the towns in the affected 
districts. Army tents are in great de- 
mand, 

The latest advices give the follow- 
ing as a table of the known dead: 
Avellino 23, Valetta 1, San Fele di 
Potonza 6, Castel Basonia 1, Cianchi 
1, Sansosso 10, Calitri 60. From the 
fatalities in outlying districts it is 
learned that the death roll will run 
higher. Government officials stated 
today that the first estimate of 300 is 
not too high. 

As at Mesisna and Reggio the king 
hmself actively directed the rescue 
work. His experiences tn the Calab- 
rian-Sicilian disaster of 1908 gave him 
many ideas. 

Great consternation has been caus- 
ed by the predicting that further 
shocks of great severity would follow. 
Neapolitans fear an eruption of Ves- 
uvius. The lower classes are terror 
stricken. The belief has _ scientific 
backing that non volcanic earthquakes 
such as yesterday frequently come in 
series, 

More Details of Quake. . 

Naples, June 7—An earthquake of 
unusual intensity occurred throughout 
Southern Italy, including tne Island of 
Sicily, at 3.07 o'clock this morning, 
the full extent of the damage wrought 
had not been known this afternoon, 
but it is believed that fifiy persons 
were killed, several hundred injured 
and that property losses in certain 
districts will be heavy, The disturb- 
ance interrupted telegraph communi- 
sation generally in the provinces most 
affected and further details are await- 
ed with apprehension. The inhabit- 
ants of the various towns which felt 


the quake were thrown into panic 
and the authorities had much = diffi- 
culty in restoring order, A report re- 


ceived here this evening told of five 
deaths in Aole, a village of Potenza, in 
compartmen tof Basilicua.

Twenty Dead at Calitri, 

In Calitri, twenty persons are re- 
ported dead, This is a town of about 
8,000 inhabitants, situated on the 
Ofanto river, seven miles northeast of 
Conzana, Every house in the village 
of San Sole was damaged. oii it 
shocks continued very distinct this 
afternoon. Shocks also occurred in 
Valata and it is feared that more 
shocks will be reported from other 
villages at present cut off from com- 
munication from this city. Mauy 
houses in Oamblea tumolel over, 
burying the occupants in the ruins. 
Those who escaped death or serious 
injury fled terror stricken from their 
homes and _ into the country. Few 
waited to put on street clothes, and 
as a result many subsequently suffer- 
ed from exposure. The shocks were 
felt here, but no damage was done in 
this immediate vicinity. 

Much Damage at Salerno, 

News irom Salerno, at the head of 
the Gulf of Salerno, thirty miles south. 
east of Naples, is to the effect that 
the shock was distinct there and caus- 
ed much damage. 

Details are. lacking. The shock 
was felt for ten seconds in the pro- 
vince of Avellano, It was also felt 
strongly but for a shorter period at 
Cosenza, Paola, Catanzaro, Reggio, 
Potenza, Benevento, Capua and Melfi. 

There was a panic in Torre Annun- 
ziata and Torre Del Grico, where th 
inhabitants live in constant fear of an 
eruption from Mount Vesuvius, Re- 
ports from Pasilicata say that the 
| shock was felt severely in Potenza. 
Similar reports come from Paola and 
Catanzaro, in the department of Cala- 
bria and from Paiermo, on the nor- 
thern coast of Sicily. 


.Cyctone In Sardinia, . 
Rome, June 8.—Misfortune seems 
to have chosen Italy as a_ target. 


While the south has been afflictec| by 
an earthquake the vast region of Sar- 
dinia,the largest island in the Mediter- 
ranean after Sicily, was ravaged today 
by a violent cyclone. The districts 
ot Lanusci, Tortoli, Iibono, Elini and 
Jersu have been devastated and the 
crops, vineyards and cattle destroyed. 
It is beileved that many shepherds 
have followed the fate of their flocks. 
The damage in Sardinia is estimated 
at $2,000,000. 


Minnesota State Treasurer Dead. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 8.—Clar- 
ence Dinehart, treasurer of Minnesota, 
died this morning at the Lutheran 
Hospital in St. Paul. He was 33 years 
old, At his bedside were his father 
and mother, Dinehart was operated 
upon Saturday for appendicitis. He 
ralied immediately from the effects 
and his condition was regarded as 
favorable until midnight on Tuesday, 
when he suffered a sudden sinking 
spell, dying a few hours later. He 
was one of the youngest of import- 
ant staff officials and popular through- 
out the state.

Mr. Flood had asked 
him how long he had been In this 
country. The man replied three 
months and said he had come from 
Germany, but had learned to speak

Whitney Issues Statement. 


Toronto, June. 7—Premier Whitney 
has isened a statement in reply to the 
editorial of the Toronto Star (Liberal) 
saying the Ontario government’s street 
railway legislation was wrung from it 


by the city’s constant application for 
more radical legislation which it was 
not willing to grant. Whitney says: 


“The legislation passed last winter was 
passed simply because the decision of 
the privy council brougiit about an im- 
possible situation when that decision 
gave the railway company power to lay 
down tracks on any street in the city of 
Toronte, It was simply intolerable, 
More people were interested in it than 
the inhabitants of the city, consequently 
legislation was passed to relieve this 
intolerable situation.

Congress Agrees Upon the Creation, ct 
a Rail Commission. New ‘eg- 
islation Unanimously Accepted—

Washington, D.C., June 7—The sen- 
ate pasead the administration bill at 
9.55 o’elock. It had been under con- 
sideration for mare than twelve weeks 
and practically. no. other buéiness ex- 


‘eept appropriation bills was consider- 


ol, “only twelve votes, 
all by were recorded 
against the bilk The practical unan- 
imity with which the measure was 
paseed was due to radical changes 
made in the measure from which it 
wan drafted by Attorney Gen. Wick- 
érsham, after numerous conferences at 
the White house on the subject of 
amending: interstate commerce laws, 
all the insurgents. who opposed many 
features. of the original bill voted for 
‘it tonight. 

Tm the elimination of pooling any 
merger sections, and the addition of 
many amendments in the interest of 
shippers. the progressive Repubticans 
claim to haye won.a signal victory 
and most of the Democrats express 
themselves as favorable to the large 
portion of the measure. Had it not 
beon for the retention of the sections 
to. create a court of commerce it is 
likely that the vote for the bill would 
have been unanimous. The measure 
hal already passed the house. The 
new law. will take effect sixty days 
from the date of approval vy the pre- 
sident. 

The salient features in the railroad 
bill as it passed the senate may be 
described as follows:— 

The bill provides for the creation 
of » new court of commerce for the 
consideration exclusively of an appeal 
from orders of the interstate com- 
merce coinmission, The government 
rather than the interstate commerce 
commission is made the defendants in 
all cases coming before the court, but 
the commission is permitted to inter- 
vene as are other interested parties. 
The defence is placed under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general but the 
ecmmission and interested parties are 
permitted to have counsel and to car- 
ry on the suit in case of the failure of

the attorney general to do 80, ap- 
peal may be taken to the Suprme 
court 


. Long and Short Haul. 

The long and short haul provision 
of the present interstate commerce 
law is amended to permit a greater 
charge for a short haul than for a 
long haul only with the consent of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Especial provision is made against the 
fixing of a lower rate destroying water 
competition. Raflroads must furnish 
written statements of rates upon the 
written application of a shipper under 
a penalty of $250, for mis-statement 
or for failure to comply with such ap- 
plications. In addition, the shipper 
could bring suit for additional dam- 
ages. 


Either apon complaint @ upon its 
own initiative the commission may 


‘determine the responsibilities of indi- 


vidue! cases, the commission may de- 
termine and prescribe a proper maxi- 
mum rate. 

Rates reduced to meet water com- 
‘petition must not be restored unless 
on ® hearing by the commission to 
determine whether conditions have 
chenged otherwise than by the elim- 
ination of the water competition. Un- 
less set aside by a competent court 
prdere of the commission are to con- 
tinne in force for two years. The 
commission may investigate any new 
rate regulation or classification, indl- 
vidual or point, or any common ¢ar- 
rier, and pending such hearing a sis- 
pension for ten months of the rate 
classification or regulation is provided 
for. The carrier is required to fe- 
fund all charges found to be excessive. 

Authority is also given the commis- 
sior to establish through routes and 
joint classication or to prescribe maxi- 
mum rates over the same whenever 
the carriers icglect to. do so. This reg- 
‘ulation also covers water lines which 
are connecting carriers, Shippers are 
given the right to designate a through 
route or part of a route over which 
their property shall be carried, 

A penalty of $56,000 is imposed upon 
carriers for disclosing any information 
concerning shipments. At intervals 
of six months the commisison is re- 
quested to make an analysis of tariffs 
and classifications, and to investigate 
the advisability of a uniform classifi- 
gaetion.. Telegraph ané telephone liner 
are placed under the jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The commission is authorized to de- 
termine the reasonableness of rates 
and #@ penalty is imposed of from $100 
to $2,000 against granting franks for 
the transaction of message business. 
Special night and press report rates 
are authorized. 

Foreigners Not in Danger. 

London, June 6—The Times’ Shang 
Hai correspondent says: “J. have just 
returned from Nanking, where the ex- 
hibition formally opened this 
morning by the viceroy. 

“The report that the British con- 
sul had ordered the British residents 
to repair to Hsiakwan was mislead- 
ing. 

“The origin of the report is that 
the. consul wrote to three residents liv- 
ing some distance away, recommend- 
ing that in the possible event of 
trouble, which he did not anticipate, 
they should come to Hsiakwan over 
Surday.

Rott) Claim Right to Tax Fishermen 
ir the Gulf of Pecht hi-—Gunboats 
Sent by Both Nations to the 

. Seene of the Dispute. 

Victoria, B.C, June 7—The recent 
trouble between G@hina and Japan is 
due to the tact that six hundred fish- 
ing jJunks and schoonera are operated 
by Chinese in the Guif of Peeht Li, 
about half sailing from South Man- 
churian ports. China insists on col- 
lecting the taxes from these vessels, 
‘Treguriing the gulf as territorial wat- 
ers. Japan insists that China, cannot 
interfere with the fishermen, holding 
the Gulf of Pecvhi Li as “high seas.” 
The Manchurian viceroy has teken a 
strong attitude on the question against 
Japon China sent on May 11 two 
gunboats and several converted cruis- 
ers to seize these vessels, whose own- 
ers refused to pay taxes and five were 
fired on and their crews arrested. 
Jap.nese men of war and torpedo 
boats were promptly sent to protect 
the fishermen against the Chinese 
warehips and the incident seemed 
likely to involve both governments in 
Serious complications.
